WASHINGTON CITV, April K— Tho recent 


order of the house of representatives sotting 
apart a cartniu space in tho restaurant for 
tho exclusive uso of members has raised an 
unpleasant 
breeze among tho army of 


congressional omployos as well as othcra. 
Heretofore everybody was good enough 
to. go in and occupy any seat that hap- 
poued to bo vacant, but the present house, 
imitating tho senate in tho lino of aristo- 
cratic exclusiveuoss, concluded to put up 
partitions, thus walling oil! the common 
herd while they were absorbing food aud 
drink. Tho majority of the house employes 
and committee clerks tiro local politicians 
who woro active in securing tho elec- 
tion o£ their favorite congressman, and 
hold thoir p-esent positions as rewards 
for valuable campaign services. Tlioy are in 
a stato of deop disgust, dud an informal meut- 
ing was held to give vent to thoir feelings. 
Thoy oponly characterized ns contemptible 
the conduct of any member of congress who 
thought himself "too good" to associate with 
tho employes. Thoy resolved that if repre- 
sentatives persisted in thoir course they would 
got up a circular for distribution in congres- 
sional districts sotting forth that tho men 
in congress havo sot up a degrading dis- 
tinction botwoen themselves and thoso who 
work for a living. Many congressmen are 
seriously exorcised over tho matter, and 
Imvo boon quick to disclaim all responsibility. 
The discontent has become so loud In tho last 
day or two that it is moro than probablo tho 
obnoxious order will bo rescinded, • and that 
members and employes will continuo to clink 
glasses, if not together, at least over tho 
same tublo.

Horriblo Eooital of a Girl at Scran, 


ton, Pa. 


Chained to the Floor by Her Be- 


trayer and Sliamormly Abased 


—The Scoundrel Arrested 


and Jailed. 


SCUAXTON, Pa., April 14.—A girl namod 


Sadie McCltmaghan escaped Saturday after- 
noon from a back room on Spruce- strcot, in 
tho center oC tho city, whoro sho had boon 
chained to tho floor like a wild beast for 
nearly three- wooks by a quack calling him- 
self W. S. Madden, nnd tool; refuge in, tho 
Susquohanna houso. At first lira. Carpen- 
ter, .wife of tho hotel proprietor, thought 
the 
girl 
was 
mad, but 
tho 


pitiful 
earnestness 
of 
hor 
plead- 


ing 
left 
110 room 
to 
doubt 
hoi- 


sanity, and soon hor story was confirmed by 
tho appearance of tho big. burly Madden 
himself upon tho scone. Madden seined tho 
girl by tho anna to drag hor away, but tuo 
poor croaturo clung to Mrs. Carpenter, and 
cried: "For God's sake don't lot him toko mo 
back again; ho will till mo." Mrs. Carpen- 
ter bravely dofondod tho fugitive against tho 
furious 
quack, aud 
ho was compelled 


to go without bor. Madden was arrested 
shortly at tor in his office, wboi-o tho chains 
and locks with which ho had bound tho gill 
to tho floor woro also found. At tho hearing 
before Mayor Beamish, Sadie told a horrible 
story of human heartlossncsj. Sho said sho 
had known Madden nearly two years. Ho 
betrayed hor, and said as soon as ho got 
divorced from 
his wife, who 
is now 


in Altoona, ho would marry her. Last 
January, while Sadie was living with hor 
sister at 
Lowiston, 
Madden 
outroatod 


hex-to como to Scronton, saying ho would 
take care of hor. Sho refused at first, but 
finally came. Seeing no sign of a divorce, 
she wanted to go back to Lewistown, but 
this made him mad. Ho throw her down in 
his back room, put chains on her ankles, and 
fastened one to a bed, tho othor to a staple 
in tho floor. There sho has starved and 
suffered terrible agony aud 
cruelty for 


nearly throe woofts. Once whon sho raised 
an outcry he threw hor down, jumped on 
hor breast and choked hoi-. He uailod down 
tho windows and fastened tho doors when- 
over ho went out. Sometimes ho i-otumed 
dranlclato at night and abused hor. Her 
food was an occasional sandwich or pretzel 
which he brought in his pocket. This after- 
noon when ho took tho chains from her 
ankles to lot her go to a closet she made a 
dash for liberty and got away. 


Madden denied tho girl's statement, but 


finally admitted having chained her to the 
floor. In default of $4,800 bail ho woe sent 
to tho county jail. Tho feeling against him 
is intense. 


Sadie McClanaghan i; about 20 years old, 


and, although half starved, shows traces of 
Kroat beauty. Madden came to this city a 
year ago with a quack called Gibson, who is 
also in jail.

THE POCAHONTAS MINE. 


Fifty-lour 
Bullion 
Kceovcred --• A 


.Soeue Inside-- Cause of sho Horror. 


POCAIIOXTAS, Va., April 14.— Thirteen 


bodies were rocovorod at tho mine Saturday. 
Sir of thom woro recognized and claimed, 
and turned over to friends. Like thoso re- 
covered previously, most of thoso taken out 
woro horribly mutilated. Ono coffin con- 
tained only tho baro backbone of ono of tho 
victims, the head, arms, right log, lower part 
of left log, breast, and abdomen, having been 
completely blown away. Tho body of Henry 
Sales, with tho head, arms and legs blown 
away, was recognized from his being a 
hunchback. Of B. B. Moore there remained 
only a leg and part of tho right sido above 
the thigh. Ho was rocoem'zod by his waist- 
strap. 
His father took charge of 
tho 


remains. 
Amoa 
Connor, 
colored, 
was 


identified by his bolt and shoes. Milton 
Heath and James Wright, both colored, 
woro identified, the former by his kuifo and 
pocketboolc, tho othor by his shoes, M. L. 
Hampton had his head and log blown away. 
Tho scones presented when tho coOins arc 
opened ore horrible boyond description. Th« 
bodies affected by tho action of tho wator 
are almost in a putriiied moss, and when tho 
limbs are moved about to search for some 
feature by which they may bo recognized tho 
Bkin drops off in slimy Hakes, exposing tho 
decomposed flesh beneath. 
Some of tho 


bodies uro disemboweled, somo torn limb 
from limb. Tho eyes of thoso whoso heads 
are not torn off are nothing but putrid spots. 
Tho bodies are blackened and begrimmixl 
with coal nnd smoke, tho ;tcotb clenched in 
tho throes o£ death, and tho features con- 
torted. 


Fifty-five bodies have boon brought out up 


to this timo, twenty-six boing.rocovered Sun- 
day. Most of these woro as badly mutilated 
as thoso already described. 
At 5 o'clock in 


tho morning twcnty-oight bodies woro found 
in tho fan entry. 
Tho explanation of their 


being all together, as furnished by a minor 
who oscapcd, is that, on tho night o£ tho ex- 
plosion, tho air in tho mines became so foul 
that tho men at work wero oppressed by it 
and stopped work in order to go out and got 
some fresh air, "VVhon they reached the above 
entry tho air current from tho fan was 
strong, and they prepared to lie down and 
rest awhile and then go back to work. 
Ho, 


with a few others, wont on and gained the 
outside in safety; tho others lying altogether 
wero killed by tho explosion a few minutes 
afterward. 


This voin of coal, which is higher than the 


surrounding coal flolds, has evidently beon 
thrown up by somo upheaval, and tho opiu 
ion of Capr. J. A. Welch, a skillful pros- 
pector and mine engineer, is that when this 
took place a largo cavity was formed, which 
having become full of gas and being blasted 
into, produced tho terrific oxplosion which 
caused such destruction. If this be the case, 
ho says, there will bo no further explosion, 
as the gas most probably found full vent.
